5. THIS ACTIVITY HAS TAKEN PLACE AMID DOZENS OF REPORTS OF 
FRESH FIGHTING IN SEVERAL AREAS OF THE COUNTRY. A VISITING 
TELEVISION PHOTOGRAPHER (STRICTLY PROTECT) KITH EXCELLENT 
CONTACTS AHONG THE HUJAHEDDI KINFORMEO US THAT HE HAS BEEN 
BLOCKED FROM LEAVING KABUL IN ANY DIRECTION FOR THE PAST WEEK 
BECAUSE OF RENEWED FIGHTING (AND CONSEQUENT CONCENTRATIONS OF 
SOVIET TROOPS) IN THE PANJSHER VALLEY NORTHEAST OF KABUL, IN 
WAROAK AND GHAZNt PROVINCES TO THE SOUTHWEST 
AND SOHEUHERE 

ALONG THE ROADS LEADING EAST TO JALALABAD AND SOUTH TO LOGAR 
PROVINCE. HE AND OTHERS (INCLUDING THE ORA MEOIA) HAVE ALSO 
HENTIONEO FRESH 8ATTLES IN BAHIAN AND KANDAHAR. WE ASSUME THAT 
HOST OF THIS ACTIVITY. IS TAKING PLACE SOME DISTANCE FROM KABUL 
BECAUSE SOVIET ARMOR HAS'BEEN REMOVED FROM ROADBLOCKS LEADING . 
INTO THE CITY FROM EVERY DIRECTION, 
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6. THE MOST 1 * DETAILED REPORT HE HAVE RECEIVED OF THESE 
EVENTS CAME FROM WAROAK PROVINCE, WHERE RESISTANCE FIGHTERS 
AGAIN APPARENTLY MINED A HIGHWAY AT A DEFILE NAMED BOOM.

A BRIDGE, OR BY CAUSING A MAJOR LANDSLIOE. WE 
TEND TO BELIEVE ANOTHER REPORT THAT THE ORA ACCOUNTS OFFICE 
AND A LOCAL CINEMA WERE BURNED BY RESISTANCE GROUPS IN 
KANDAHAR A FEW OAYS AGO. 

0. THE SOURCE OF THE LATTER INFORMATION, AN OFTEN RELIABLE 
AFGHAN. ALSO RELAYED A REPORT FROM A RELATIVE IN THE
